“The mall would serve us better if 
it was open,” maintained Steven M.

After receiving early calls from 

constituents who demanded to know 
why city trucks were out sanding 
the . streets .uider threatening but 
4nactive’ Skies, Stracuzzi said, he 
visited the city garage with Ward 2 
Councilor Kenneth G. Warren Jr. 
_ “There were 12 people [working] 
that we saw,” including five me- 
chanics fixing a sand mixing ma- 
chine, he said. 

Stracuzzi said he was distressed 
to discover that DPW crews had 
been told on Friday to report Satur- 
day because an ice storm was pre- 
dicted. If might have been better, 
he said, to wait to see if the storm 
actually developed before calling 
workers in and to delay sanding un- 
til then. An ice storm, he said, can 
put a glazed cover over sand on the 
roads, making resanding necessary. 

And he said he is not convinced 
that the sand mixer, which, he 
learned, had been broken for three 
weeks, could not have been fixed 
during normal working hours. 

‘The questions this raises are, is 
this the best use of manpower?.Are. 
there better ways of handling an 
emergency?” he said. 

Stracuzzi, who said the DPW high- 
Way and municipal garage divisions 
have spent, $25,000 on overtime pay 
in a One-month period, said he be- 
lieves the answer tothe, first ques- 
ment. 

The information should include, 
he said, the job held by each person 
called in, the shift and day of the 
week involved, the exact hours 
worked, the job the overtime 
worker was assigned, the amount 

paid and ‘‘an explanation of the 
emergency nature of the job and 
why it cannot be done on regular 
time.”’ 

If overtime calls appear to bunch 
on the second or third shifts, Stra- 
cuzzi said, one answer might be to 
switch workers from the day shift 


during winter months to increase 

nighttime coverage at lower cost. 
And if workers repeatedly have to 

be called in on overtime to staff the 


garage, “Why can’t the garage have | 


a second or third shift if needed?’ 
The Council president said he will 
also propose reassessing the need 
for the new municipal’ garage. It 
costs $40,000 a year to heat, he said. 
“In light of Proposition 214,” he 
said, ‘‘it may not be necessary be- 
cause of cutbacks in manpower and

An application for $1.86 million in 
state and federal funding to rebuild 
a section of Route 7 near Pontoosuc 
lake is one of three that delegates to 
the Berkshire County Regional 
Planning Commission will review at 
their monthly meeting tomorrow 
night. 

The project, for which Pittsfield is 
seeking funds from the Federal 
Highway Administration, involves 
reconstructing a 1.5-mile section of 
upper North Street to provide 12- 
foot travel lanes, 8-foot shoulders, 
improved sight lines and improved 
drainage. 

Two other proposals up for review 
are a revised first phase of a Wil- 
liamstown’s bikeway proposal, and 
a staff proposal to include PCB re- 
search in a state waterfowl study. 

According to the Route 7 appli- 
cation by Pittsfield, some 1,500 feet 
of roadway would be relocated a 
maximum of 500 feet east from the 
lakefront into adjoining YMCA 
property and 500 feet of roadway 
would stretch over what is now a 
portion of the lake near Broadway 
and Yarmouth streets. 

In’ addition, the Hancock Road 
bridge would be rebuilt and the 
Hancock Road intersection would be 
improved. 

In preparing an analysis of the 
city’s application, BCRPC staffers 
noted that the project is one of those 
on the 1982 Transportation Improve- 


ment Program. 


The staff raised questions about 
the environmental impact of filling 
in a portion of the lake and of di-

The City Council has reserved to- 
morrow evening for one of its spo- 
-radic assaults on the municipal 
status quo. Council President An- 
gelo C. Stracuzzi has invited all his 

colleagues to offer ideas for chang- 
ing established practices and resh- 
uffling. departments and 
responsibilities to save money, im- 
prove efficiency or both. He plans to 
bring in a sheaf of his own. 

At the top of Stracuzzi’s list is his 
perennial request to have three 
‘time and-control clerks’ report to 
the city auditor rather than to the 
Commissioner of Public Works. 

-The clerks keep inventory and 
time-worked records. Stracuzzi has 


long argued that they could be bet- 


ter watchdogs over the public purse 
if the people they were watching 
‘were not also their bosses. 

The Council considered the 
change last year — as it has in sev- 
eral prior years — but it was not 
adopted. Commissioner of Public 
Works Gerald S. Doyle successfully 
argued that the clerks must march 
under his orders because they also 
perform other functions. 

Some other suggestions the Coun- 
cil president said he plans to intro- 
duce are also reruns, such as 
melding the treasurer’s, tax collec- 
tor’s, auditor’s and perhaps also the 
_assessor’s departments into a single 
finance office headed by a comptrol- 
ler. That idea was brought up last 
year, but dropped without action. 

But some are of 1982 vintage. 
Among them are creating a com-

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Veterans Day « 
ceremonies focus 
on Vietnam War~

Prisoners of war and soldiers mis- 
sing in action since the Vietnam 
War were remembered during yes- 
terday’s Veterans Day parade and 
ceremony in Pittsfield with the ap- 
pearance for the first time of two 
black flags emblazoned with the 
words **You are not forgotten.”

“City employees are already well- 
protected by. unions,” the mayor

and to set standards of competency 
for holding city jobs. The mayor 
contends that those objectives can 
now be’ met at the local level.

Superintendent of Parks and Rec- 
reation Vincent J. Hebert said in a 
telephone interview last night that a 
manpower shortage in his depart- 
ment has forced a decision not to in- 
stall a ‘section of bleachers and the 
adjacent press box on the south side 
of the stadium. | 

Seating facilities for games at 
Wahconah Park this year will con- 
sist of the sixetier bleachers with a 
capacity of about 800 on the north

Lisi and Quetti lead the pack 


Area minor leaguers aim for the big 


This is the fourth in a series of articles on 
Berkshire County’s connection in professional 
baseball this spring. ; 


By Bob McDonough 


Minor league baseball is no picnic. 

There are the long bus trips to out of the way ball- 
parks, small crowds, small pay and the constant re- 
minder to the players that they are dealing in a 
business with a 90 percent failure rate. 

For every Jeff Reardon, Mark Belanger and Tom 
Grieve who make it to the big leagues, there are nine 
also-rans with visons of fat contracts dancing through 
their heads. rt is 

Some of the minor leaguers can get close enough to 
the big leagues to smell it. In the springtime at Win- 
ter Haven, Fla., the Red Sox minor leaguers struggle 
right next door to Chain O’Lakes Park, where the 
major league team plays. 

_ Only yards away, the Red Sox hopefuls can hear 
the organ music, listen to the crowds cheer, and 


watch the visiting Los Angeles Dodgers pull into the 


parking lot in their VIP bus. | 

For all of the Red Sox minor leaguers, the shirt 
says “Boston,” but for most, the bus ticket will read 
“Pawtucket,” “‘Bristol’’ or ‘‘Winston-Salem.”’ 

Despite the 9-to-1 odds, the players keep coming, 
year after year. This year, Berkshire County has four 
players in various stages of the quest for the Holy 
Grail — Rick Lisi of Pittsfield with the Baltimore 
Orioles; his former Pittsfield High classmate Russ 
Quetti with the Red Sox; Paul Stockley of Pittsfield 


with the Oakland A’s; and Mike Callahan of Dalton - 


with the Houston Astros. 
The ‘old man’ 


Lisi is the “‘old man’’ of the quartet, having turned. 


26 on St. Patrick’s Day. Drafted by the Texas 


Rangers out of Pittsfield High in 1974, he spent eight . 


bittersweet years in the Rangers’ organization until 
signing with the Orioles in December. He has been. 


through the ranks, from Class A, AA and AAA to a. 


one-month stint in the major leagues last season. 
Now, he is still just a step away from the big time, 
assigned to the Orioles AAA Rochester, N.Y., team. 

“It’s still a long, lohg haul,’”’ Lisi said during avre- 
cent Miami workout. “‘I’m going to Rochester and 
play some ball. The key is versatility. They know I 
can play outfield, third base, catch. That’s what will 
get me there.” 


Lisi’s versatility got him to the Rangers last season 


to replace injured outfielder Billy Sample. 

“It wasn’t that big a deal,” said Lisi, who hit over 
.300 during his brief stay. ‘““The big difference was 
the crowd. There was always the rumble. In the mi- 
nors, you hear the kids hawking peanuts,’ people 


stepping on shells, and lots of domestic arguments.”’ 

Lisi said the other players chewed him out for car- 
rying his own bags at the airport. ‘“‘But I showed 
them,’’ Lisi recalled with a grin. ‘I carried their 
bags. Made them pay, too. I made four dollars.’’ 

But Lisi’s taste of glory was brief. Soon it was back 
to the minors. At the end of the season, he thought he 
would be one of the nine players called up to the par- 
ent club, but instead he got silence. 

“I put in eight years with those guys,” Lisi said. 
“Td rather have them come up and say, ‘You stink.’ 
At least, then I’d know where I stand.’’ 

Instead, Lisi was given permission to look for work 
with other clubs, and joined the Orioles. This spring, 
he has spent some time with the major leaguers, 
playing in B-squad games against other teams or 
against fellow Orioles. Most of his play has been at 
third base — where hotshot rookie Cal Ripkin is earn- 
ing headlines in Baltimore... ore 


‘‘He’ll have to drop dead to lose that job,’’ Lisi said 
of Ripkin, the son of an Oriole coach by the same 
name. ‘‘He’ll be a premium ballplayer, so I’m not go- 
ing to be taking his spot.” : 

Instead, Lisi said he plans to just wait for an open- 
ing, prepared to play any position as a utility man. 

‘Dave Roberts of Houston signed a million dollar 
contract as a utility man,” Lisi said, ‘‘so 'there’Sa 
need for them.”’ ! 

Asked how his pay stacks up next to the $205,00 
contract. signed by Dalton’s Jeff Reardon, Lisi 
thought for a minute and said, “It’s about one-fif- 
teenth of that. You figure it out.” 


Quetti battling back 


Lisi, at least, has been healthy throughout his drive 
to the big leagues. Classmate Quetti hasn’t had the 
same fortune with the Red Sox. 

A star shortstop throughout his career at Pittsfield 
High, Quetti went on to set batting records in hits, 


_RBI, runs and total bases at the University of Maine, 
where he graduated in 1978. He was drafted in the 


ninth round that year by the Red Sox, and progressed 
sufficiently through the system to reach the AAA 
Pawtucket team last spring. 

- But last March, he collided with an opposing first 
baseman while diving back to first base on a pickoff 
play. He tore some ligaments in his right shoulder — 
his throwing arm — and sat out almost all of last sea- 
son. He finished with just 33 at-bats last year, and 
now it’s time to start all over. 

“It was a real bad year,” Quetti said. ‘‘Now it’s go- 
ing to be hard.

But the game had lasted 16 
innings — and took four hours and 20 minutes to play.

ing the ball through a sea of snowflakes against Hoo- 


sac Valley up in Williamstown. Since then, Pittsfield

ships, the Pittsfield Nationals’ Babe Ruth League all- 
star team had won the Western State playoffs and 
played in the New England regionals in Keene, the 
Dalton-Hinsdale Little League all-stars had won their 
first championship — and in fact their first game — in 
the Berkshire County all-star playoffs, and the Friend- 
ship Tyler Aces had captured the county, American Le- 
gion crown. Ne 

But Saturday’s game between GEAA and Adams Su- 
per Markets was the last organized league baseball 
game to be played in the county this year. And a spir- 
ited group of 13-to-15-year-old kids made it perhaps the 
most memorable game of all. 

The game was the longest ever played in the 30-year 
history of the Pittsfield Babe Ruth League, and its 
scope may go beyond that. Nobody could be reached at 
the Babe Ruth League’s national headquarters in 
Trenton, N.J., over the weekend to check any longev- 
ity records on a regional of national level. There is a 
Babe Ruth League press guide that says the longest 
Babe Ruth all-star game ever played was a 15-inning 
World Series contest between Nashville, Tenn., and 
Terre-Haute, Ind., back in 1957. But the guide does not 
include,records of regular league games.

This game had something for everybody. There was 
some good pitching — GEAA hurlers John Rogers and 
Danny Martin allowed just one hit over the first 10 in- 
nings. And there was some timely hitting, like when 
GEAA catcher Steve Wieber singled sharply to left to 
put his team ahead for the first time in the last of the 
sixth. 


In the field, Adams shortstop Chris Cadenelli was 


faced with 17 chances and made just one error — on, 
you might know it, his first play of the game. His best 
play came in the 12th inning, when with two outs and a 
GEAA runner on second, he ranged deep in the hole 
and threw out Dave Reynolds on a close play .at first, 
saving a run-and ending the inning.

Some of the edges are still awfully rough, but 
the green light is on for the three-day Memorial 
Day weekend tournament that will christen the 
new three-field softball complex at the former 
city landfill on outer East Street. 


' Just a couple of weeks ago, there were three 
backstops, some drainage ditches and a lot of 
skepticism about whether the whole thing 
would get off the ground as scheduled. But by 
yesterday afternoon, much of the fencing was 
completed, the six light poles were installed 
and ready for electricity, and final touches 
were being applied to the two-story clubhouse 
building. | 

The skin (solid dirt) infields are just about 
finished, and workers are doing their best to 
smooth over the dirt patches in the outfield of 
fields No. 1 and 2, which will be used for the 
weekend tournament. - : 


Ready for Saturday 


It’s been a hectic week of last-minute prepa- 
ration, but the green light is on although the 
complex is far from perfect at this stage. 

“We have no choice,” said Berkshire County 
Slow-Pitch Softball League treasurer J im 
Bridges.. ‘"We've got to play ball Saturday 
ing. 
“We'll be playable for Saturday morning,” 
Bridges promised. .

Money still needed 


League officials hope the tournament proves 
to be a money maker, since the complex has 
run up some $80,000 in bills and has raised only 
about $25,000 to pay them. But many area busi- 
nesses, including general contractor John Bur- 
atto of West Stockbridge, have been lenient 
about the payment schedule. 


“Without Buratto, forget it,’’ Bridges said in 
praise of his generous general-contractor, who 
has been’a longtime supporter of area softball. 
‘“He’s even lining the bases for us, and who 


else would do that?” Bridges said Lumbertown, 


County Concrete and Virgilio Construction have 
been among the major businesses who have 
helped out at the complex. 


The major remaining work includes complet- 
ing the inside of the clubhouse, filling in some 
trenches and ‘smoothing out the rough edges in 
the outfield. 


The two-story “clubhouse is 24-by-48 feet, with 
a bar, rest rooms and storage garage on the 
first floor. There are also a large walk-in 
cooler, vending machmnes, taps for eight brands 
of beer, and a service window that allows cus- 
tomers to easily order beer, wine, hot dogs. or 
hamburgers without wandering far from the 
fields. Upstairs is a large meeting room and 
access to an outside walkway that goes halfway 
around the building and offers a clear view of 
all three fields.

Outside, the biggest headache from the start 
will be the outfield, where there are some large 
rough dirt spots. All of right field is dirt in field 
No. 1, where three feet of fill was needed to get 
rid of a slope. | 

“The outfield is rough; and everybody knows 


it's going to take a couple of years to work 


out,” said Bridges, who has been supervising 


- the work at the complex all week. “But it’s no 


worse than Lakewood.”
